Low-head Dam Mitigation Grants — $380,000 (FY 2013 Appropriation)

The low-head dam public hazard program provides engineering and construction funds through a competitive application process. The purpose

of the fund is to mitigate hazards on navigable rivers by providing funds to develop alternatives to dams known to be deadly. The following
projects were awarded funds at the Dec. 13, 2012 Natural Resources Commission meeting.

Palisades-Kepler State Park Dam Public Hazard Mitigation - $180,000 (FY 2013 Appropriation)

Stabilizes a hazardous area, improves safety and recreation at a highly popular site on the Cedar River and beautifies an eyesore at an otherwise
highly scenic limestone gorge on the Cedar River. Funding will support concept and plan development, and provide anchor funding for federal

grant application and local fundraising match for the completed project.

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State-priority Dam Mitigation Technical Assistance - $60,000 (FY2013 Appropriation)
Most dam projects need a series of small-contract studies done in order to receive permits. Costs are often not apparent at the outset. Examples

include HEC RAS flood modeling, fish or mussel sampling, engineering review, and archaeological review. These funds are used for partnered
technical assistance projects and state-owned facilities.

Water trails / Protected Water Area Stream Bank Restoration Pilot Projects: $20,000 (FY2013 Appropriation)

Partnering with landowners on stream bank restoration provides service to property owner and the public through improved aesthetics and
habitat. Projects demonstrate innovative, low-cost approaches, and are expected to help landowners form strong connections with the water

trails.
Boone River river restorations / landowner cost share $18,000
West Nishnabotna river bank restoration / landowner cost share $2,000

Administration - $75,000 (FY2013 Appropriation)

Grant and funds administration, project management, and staff-time technical assistance for dam mitigation and water trail projects statewide.



Water Trails Crew Assistance — $80,000 (FY 2013 Appropriations)

The water trails crew manager partners with local entities on construction projects that provide amenity improvements such as navigational
signage, portage trails around dams, water accesses, parking areas, and camping facilities. Usually, communities or conservation board staff
participate in planning and building projects along with a DNR-led crew. DNR handles project management, including permitting, on behalf of
the water trail. Local entities apply for the assistance competitively and contracts are developed to define local and state commitments.
